THE COUNTY ROADS. 


Who Can Tell of the Work 
Done on Them ? 


IT SEKH3 TO BE MIUPLY GAIN. 


What the People Say About the 
County Roads that Run to 
the East. 


The H erald's special ro td commis­ 
sioner arose early yesterday and through 
Boyle Heights fonnd the boundary line 
of the city and thence struck the connty 
roads, which through a vast extent of 
territory are to be looked after and kept 
in repair. I t was found th at this exten­ 
sive tract in the past twelve m onths was, 
as regards roadmaking, a thing in which 
Messrs. Bell and Thompson were offi­ 
cially coucernod. They drew some $2 000 
or $3,000, making together some $5,000 
out of the road fund and which has been 
exhausted in repairing the county high­ 
ways. 
Leaving the 
boundary 
line 
of 
the 
city 
by 
E ast First street 
the H erald's commi8fiioner struck an ex­ 
panse of road which had never, in the 
memory of m an, been worked by an 
overseer and his gang. 
This dreary 
waste of roads is in the Ban Antonio Dis­ 
trict, and one may go anywhere if he 
dares. 
From the boundary line of the 
city to the San 
Gabriel River 
the 
H erald’s commissioner failed to find 
any evidence of work done in the past 
year. 
8ome work was done, it is re­ 
ported, but it was done iu th e summer 
time and therefore valueless. 
Mr. C. C. 
Haigh, who has lived a num ber of years 
just 
this 
side 
of 
the 
college, 
said: 
“ I 
do 
not 
like 
to 
talk 
about 
this 
m atter, 
but 
as 
a 
citizen who desires justice done, I must 
give the H ebald my views and my 
knowledge of th e roads hereabouts. 
I 
have been here for the past six years, 
and duriDg that tim e I have no knowl­ 
edge of auy worx being done by th e road 
overseer of this district. For the past 
year the simple putting in of a culvert 
would have done a deal of good; but for 
the want cf a culvert which would have 
perhaps cost two dollars of proper expen­ 
diture, the road was impassable for more 
than a year. I hear th at some grading 
was done on apiece of road some distance 
from here, but I am told th a t no team 
has passed over it, because it was 
done 
in 
the 
sum m er 
tim e, 
and 
is now 
sim ply 
a piece of hobby 
road which no one with a team would 
pass over if he could help it. The bot­ 
tom of the ravine leading to the Laguna 
Rancherío in wet weather is two feet 
under water and is impassable. 
Why 
during last year the Road Overseer 
would briDg nineteen or twenty men up 
to some spot in the district and they 
would fool around while he was in town 
having 
a 
glorious time. 
B is men 
did but little work outside of smokiDg 
their pipes. I tell you honestly th at out­ 
side of four or five loads of straw , which 
I suggested, there has been no work 
doDe in this district for years. Ride over 
it, and you will see for yourself." 
Squire Jfi. Root, who for m any years 
has traveled the roads of the districts 
circumscribed, said very em phatically: 
“ I often have to travel three and four 
miles out of my way to get home. The 
roadmaster and the Supervisor who 
audited hie bills ought to be strung up 
by the heels." 
The H rrald’s commissioner,as in duty 
bound, rode over this extensive district 
on which many souls thrive, and in the 
course of his travel came to tho Laguna 
Ranchería.

ested property-holders th at he wished

The Southern Pacific Company has 
taken possession of a portion of Aurora 
street without a shadow of authority— 
w ithoateven asking the consent of the 
City Council. 
Iu July of last year it attem pted te 
take possession of the Briswaiter vine- . 
yard, but as individuals are some imee 
more prompt to act than are legislative 
bodies, the would-be possessors were 
summarily bounced before they secured 
a foothold, though they did succeed in 
cutting down and destroying 626 full 
bearing vines.

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RETAIL LIQUOR DEALERS. 


T k t y P rw p w s e t o E f f e c t mm O r g a n l - 
n t l M > 
The retail liquor dealers of this city 
are moving to form an organization for 
mutual support and protection. They 
have formulated a set of by-laws which 
has passed the second reading, and on 
next Thursday evening at 7 :30 o’clock a 
meeting will be held at Turn Verein 
hall, when the third reading and final 
adoption of these rules will be passed 
upon. The intention of the move in 
this city is to unite all retail liauor deal­ 
ers in a society for the mutual good of 
the members. The main features pr6* 
posed are: The conducting of the busi­ 
ness in such a manner aB to make the 
dive, the doggery, the deadfall and the 
disorderly saloon impossible, and the 
formation of a mutual aid 
society, 
in which members shall participate 
in the benefits in the way of insurance to 
be paid in all cases of death, or a certain 
weekly sum in all cases of sickness. It 
is the purpose of the organization to aid— 
to lead-in the suppression of every dis­ 
orderly saloon in the city. They look 
upon their business as being legitimate 
as any other, and they propose to com- 
g 
el all engaged in it to conduct the 
usine8B in a legitimate manner. Cer­ 
tainly the dealers cfcn do much in this 
way. All necessary reform of any body 
must proceed from the inside. Those 
who are getting up this organization are 
proceeding in a very wise business. 
There are temptations in the retail 
liquor business that often lead those en­ 
gaged in it to the doing of acts 
which 
the 
othere 
will 
not 
up­ 
hold. 
It 
useless 
for 
outsiders 
to attempt any reform in these matters. 
8uch reform is always harsh, inconsider­ 
ate and repressive. The effort always 
rouses antagonism, and so fails. But if 
the effort comes from the inside, from 
those engaged in the traffic, then all 
abuses can be suppressed. It is greatly 
to be hoped that every retail liquor 
dealer m the city will attend the meet­ 
ing, and that they will all enter heartily 
in this purpose, which must result in 
great benefit to all engaged in the busi­ 
ness. 
The 
other 
prominent 
feature 
of 
the proposed organization is also in 
the line of wise policy. Mutual insur­ 
ance is a most helpful matter to people 
in any line of business. Reverses and 
accidents will occur, and if the unfortu­ 
nates have to bear them single handed 
the burden is often too heavy. If borne 
by the fraternity this is greatly light­ 
ened. It would be a good thing for 
every retail liquor dealer in the city to 
take an active part in carrying out all 
the purposes of this proposed organiza­ 
tion. The meeting is next Thursday 
evening at 7:30 o’clock at Turnverein 
Hall. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


D is c u s s 
T h e B o a r d o f 
D i r e c t o r s 
V a r i o u s m a t t e r s . 
The Board of Directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce met yesterday afternoon 
and listened to a statement from Mr. J. 
C. Daly, of the difficulties which are ex­ 
perienced by the manufacturers who are 
dependent upon the railroad companies 
for transportation. 
Various methods of 
meeting the difficulties were discussed; 
the advisability of appealing to either 
the Interstate Commission or the State 
Legislature 
for 
relief, 
was .consid 
ered. It was 
finally 
decided 
that 
the 
whole 
matter 
should 
be re­ 
ferred 
to 
the 
two 
appropriate 
Committees on Commerce and on Legis­ 
lation, and these were urged to prepare 
a report as soon as possible. 
The London exhibit was next taken 
under discussion and a resolution was 
passed urging the representatives of this 
section in the Legislature to exert them­ 
selves to help the passage of the bill ap­ 
propriating a quarter of a million for that 
purpose. Major Jones said that there 
seemed to be something of a disposition 
on the part of our representatives to look 
with disfavor apon the bill, fearing that 
this section would not get its just dues in 
the membership of the managing board. 
Judge Fitzgerald said that the appoint­ 
ment of the members would be left in the 
hands of the Governor, but unfortunately 
here v m no assurance that we would 
eceive fair treatment. 
^Ir. 0. E. Day asked that action be 
taken in the matter of the car exhibit 
which it was proposed to send through 
the East. A resolution was passed en­ 
dorsing the scheme and placing it under 
the patronage of the Chamber. It was 
decided that the sum of $750 should be 
devoted to the plan as soon as the Cham­ 
ber could raise the money. Printing 
matter to the extent of about $1,000 
worth was to be snpplied the expedition. 
Various other matters of minor im­ 
portance were discussed and the Board 
went into executive session.

PUBLIC WORKS. 


R ecom m en d ation s to be Acted U pon 
by th e C onnell. 
The Board of Public Works met yester­ 
day morning at the Council Chamber, all 
the members being present. The follow­ 
ing recommendations were passed upon 
to be presented to the Council Monday 
That the petition of A. N. McBurney 
and others to grade Nichols avenue from 
College Hill to Arnold street, be granted 
That the remonstrance of Louis Gott 
schalk and others, against the grading 
Ocean avenue at this time be referred 
to the City Surveyor. 
That the Street Commissioner give 
N. Wilson & Co., the necessary exten­ 
sion of time to complete the grading ol 
Eighth street from Main to Alameda. 
That the communication of Edwin 
Fletcher, in relation to grading back 
the City Gardens interfering with the 
water flume, be referred to the Zanj 
Committee. 
That the petition of the Second-street 
Cable poad for privilege to dig such 
trenches as are necessary to drain Sec 
ond street from Flower street to Beaudry 
avenue, be referred to the City Surveyor 
with power to act. 
Tbat the petition of F. J. Coenen, 
complaining that the construction of the 
levee at the corner of Daly street an ' 
Swain, in East Los Angeles, was injur­ 
ing his property, and that relief be af­ 
forded him, be not granted. 
That the communication of Joseph 
Hyans, complaining of the condition of 
Temple street west of Bellevue avenue, 
be referred to the Street Superintendent. 
That the protest of F. H. Reynolds 
and others against having Ulive street, 
from Fifth to Seventh, paved be referred 
to the City Attorney. 
That the contract- for grading Luca: 
avenue, from Fourth to Diamond, be 
awarded to M. Ü. Marsh at ^4.18 per 
lineal foot. 
That the work of paving between Main 
and Los Angeles on First be accepted 
and the Street Superintendent be in­ 
structed to give a certificate for the work 
to Contractor Sctn erer. 
Tbat the paving of Marchessault street 
in front of the property of F. C. Howes 
be accepted and the Street Superinten­ 
dent be instructed to give a certificate for 
the same to the contractor. 
Tha the protest of D. Jones and others 
against the paying of New High street 
from Franklin to Marchessault street, be 
referred to the City Engineer to see if 
the necessary number of feet Is repre­ 
sented. 
That the petition of S. C. Hnbbell to 
establish the 
grade 
of Aliso street 
from the bridge east to Pleasant avenue 
be referred to the City Engineer. 
That the petition of M. Hagan to do 
forty-one feet of grading on the west side 
of Alvarado street, from Seventh to 
Ninth, be granted. 
That the City Surveyor submit a map 
of Loomis street, showing the proposed 
line of said street. 
The Board decided to go over the pro­ 
posed line of tho extension of the Depot 
Street Railroad line to Sixth and Woifs- 
kill avenue and examine the line. The 
Board were all in favor of granting the 
franchise, and they decided to go at 
once. 
The following resolution was unani­ 
mously adopted by the Board: 
“ We recommend that the City Attor­ 
ney be instructed to at once commence 
proceedings in the State courts against 
the Temple-street Dummy Railroad to 
compel the said road to remove its rails 
from tho streets and declare its franchise 
forfeited.” 
This resolution was called forth by the 
petition of Joseph Hyans. In his peti­ 
tion Mr. Hyans setB forth that the 
Dummy Company have failed to keep 
the road in a decent condition. 
A committee, headed by ex-Mayor 
Workman and J. H. Book, owning 
property on First street, came before the 
Board and made an argument in favor 
of widening First street from Los Angeles 
street to Alameda. J. M. Davies was 
also before the Board arguing against 
such widening of the street on the ground 
that the frontage which he owned was 
leased for a long term of years and it 
would greatly incommode hia tenants. 
Mayor Workman argued that a num­ 
ber of property owners would go to work 
and erect new buildings if the street 
were widened at once. Inasmuch a9 tbe 
matter of the width'of the street was not 
permanently settled, the erection of new 
buildings was greatly impeded, and a 
dead stop was put on all now improve­ 
ments of the street. This, the ex-Mayor 
argued, was a great reason why the 
matter should be settled at once. 
It was finally ordered tbat the City 
Attorney commence proceedings under 
the new Charter to condemn the neces­ 
sary amount of land and set the curb on 
a new line. This is to make tbe street 
eighty feet wide, from Wilmington street 
to Alameda.

T he lía te to B e F ixed for W ednei 
d a y , F ebruary 13th. 
At to-morrow morning’s session of the 
City Council a resolution will be intro­ 
duced, calling a general city election for 
Wednesday, February 13th. The resolu­ 
tion, it is stated, will divide the nine 
wards of the city into twenty-eight pre­ 
cincts, of which fonr will be in the First 
Ward, four in the Second, three in the 
Third, three in the Fourth, two in tbe 
Fifth, two in the Sixth, four in the Sev­ 
enth, four in tbe Eighth and two in the 
Ninth. 
The boundaries of the new 
wards and precincts are fully described 
in the resolution, and it is stated that the 
names of most of the judges and in­ 
spectors have already been selected for 
aprr val by the Council. 
Theie was some discussion on the 
street as to whether the Charter was in 
effect now, or whether it would not go 
into effect until signed by the Governor. 
Some gentlemen claimed that it would 
have to go to the Governor for his ap­ 
proval, while others thought it would 
not. It was stated that the date of the 
election was far enough ahead to allow 
the ten days to intervene in which the 
Governor has the privilege oí considering 
it before signing. 
The Democratic City Central Commit­ 
tee met yesterday afternoon and consid­ 
ered several matters appertaining to the 
approaching election. No definite action 
was taken, and the committee adjourned 
to Monday afternoon at 1 o’clock:, when 
a full attendance is requested.

M r. C le v e la n d a n d tlie D em ocra tic 
P arty* 
In yesterday’s H e r a ld we published 
a very clever communication from our 
friend Major George 8. Patton, one of 
the moet promising young Democrats of 
Southern California—and withal a man 
for whoee opinions we have always a high 
Tespect, whether they agree with our 
own or not. 
Mr. Patton comments upon cortain ex­ 
pressions of opinion which have ap­ 
peared in the H e ra ld anent our disas­ 
trous defeat in the late Presidential 
election—a defeat which we regard as 
disastrous just in the degree in which it 
was accomplished on a very slen­ 
der margin. To our judgment a defeat 
which rested on a few thousand votes 
in certain pivotal States eeems the more 
to be lamented because a very slight de­ 
velopment of common sense and tact 
would have insured victory to the Demo­ 
cracy—the real party of the country. 
Democrats are in no sense slave3. In 
the Democratic party the old autocratic 
idea of a ruler has never had vogue or 
received any form of acceptance. In the 
Democratic usage above all things it is 
held that one man is as good as another, 
if not better. To our appreciation Mr. 
Cleveland made a great mistake in 
ignoring this standard Democratic idea, 
and in circumecribing the list of his ad­ 
visers to Mr. Speaker Carlisle and Mr. 
Henry Watterson. If he had broad­ 
ened the circle of his 
advisers 
in the Democratic party so as to 
include snch men as Senator Gorman, 
of Maryland, and Senator, W. H. 
Barnum, of Connecticut, he never would 
have written his message of December a 
year ago, at that time. He would have 
made it his second inaugural message. 
Mr. Patton, in his open letter to the 
people, which is what it really 
assumes that the New York World was 
an enemy of Mr. Cleveland politically. 
Hot only is this not so, but the World was 
the trenchant bouncer of the Sun, the 
real insidious enemy of Mr. Cleveland in 
the ranks of the Democratic party. No 
President ever had a more enthusiastic 
advocate than Mr. Cleveland had in the 
New York World up to the close of the 
campaign, which resulted in his de­ 
feat, unless, at a great remove, and 
with much humbler pretensions, it was 
the Los Angles H e ra ld . At a critical 
stage of the late Presidential campaign 
Mr. Palitzer, the proprietor and editor of 
the World, was in Loa Angeles. To the 
credit of his personal acumen he thought, 
when here, that the issue of the Presi­ 
dential election then impending was very 
doubtful, aud that i* was made doubtful 
by Mr. Cleveland’s ill-advieed and pre­ 
cipitate message, which he knew would 
be unjustly branded, but which would, 
nevertheless, be branded as a free trade 
document.

In the brave days of old the Ameiican 
sailor asked no sort of odds of any tar 
that plowed the waters blue. In our 
merchant marine he could find the port 
where the most money awaited enter­ 
prise with an instinct that was simply 
unerring. In war he was a terror. He 
could handle a ship and her guns in a 
manner that made matters interesting 
for the staunchest ship afloat. 
The last war we were engaged, in being 
of a civil nature, did not call for much 
fighting on the high seas, but that ter­ 
rific meeting of the Merrimac and 
Monitor off Norfolk, the work of the 
flotilla on the Western rivers and 
the gallant battle between the Kearsarge 
and the Alabama in the English Channel 
were enough to stamp the modern 
American as a very expert seaman and 
man-of-war's man. 
After the close of the war the immense 
debts of the Government, coupled with a 
very deep impression in the public mind 
that we had all had enough of lighting 
for a generation, brought about a good 
deal of lethargy as to the maintaining of 
the navy. By the time that the middle 
year of the eeventies had passed over us, 
or ten years after the close of 
the 
civil 
war, 
the 
American 
navy had become a byword among 
the nations. Up to the opening years 
of the eighties, any expenditures made 
in the Navy Department were not for the 
purpose of giving the Nation war ships, 
but were all in the lino of enriching the 
fellows who had learned to make patriot­ 
ism a trade, and who grew rich out oi 
the profession of politics. The Robeson- 
Roach regime will not soon be forgotten 
in the United Staes. For years the 
mere mention of the American navy was 
regarded in the light of an excellent 
joke. That era is about to pass away. 
In 1881 the first serious step was taken 
towards the rehabilitation of the navy. An 
Advisory Board was formed to report on 
the needs of the situation. At the as­ 
sembling of Congress at the end of that 
year the report of that Board was laid 
before Congress. It was an excellent re­ 
port and urged the construction of 
nnmber of war ships of different styles, 
of various displacements, rates of speed 
and amount of armament. It further 
recommended that all ships built should 
be of the most approved models and 
made cf the very best materials in all 
respects. 
In 1882 a Eecond Board brought for­ 
ward plans for four cruisers which 
are now known as the Chicago, 
Boston, Atlanta and Dolphin. In March, 
1883, contracts for them all were let to 
the Roaches of Chester, Pennsylvania. 
Thus practically began tho rehabilitation 
of the navy. 
The Atlanta and Boston are twin ships 
in all particulars. They are both of 
3,189 tons, with an uuusually heavy ar­ 
mament for their class of men-of-war, 
consisting of one 8-inch breech-loading 
gun, firing a 250-pound projectile, 
mounted in barbette just forward of the 
superstructure on the port side, and an­ 
other of the same size, also in barbette, aft 
on the starboard side, and eix6-inch guns 
inside the superstructure ;olso a secondary 
battery of two 0-pounder rapid-Üring 
guns in broadside ports, two 3-pounder 
rapid-firing guns, and two 47-rnm. re­ 
volving cannons in towers, two 1-pound­ 
ers on top of starboard forward and port 
after tower, a 37-mm. revolving gun in 
each top, and two Gatlings. The ma­ 
chinery consists of a three-cylinder com­ 
pound horizontal back-acting engine. 
There are eight horizontal return tubular 
boilers, and a coal capacity of about 500 
tons. A speed of sixteen knots has 
been made under favorable circum 
stances. The protective plating over en­ 
gines and boilers is 1 inches in thick 
ness. The vessels are .283 feet long, 42 
beam, draw 17 feet of water, and spread 
somewhat over 10,000 square feet of can­ 
vass. 
The Chicago, the largest of these four 
ships, is still unfinished, but almost 
ready for sea. She is of 4,000 tons dis­ 
placement. Her length is 334 feet 4 
inches over all, extreme beam, 48 feet 
2-5 inches. She is bark-rigged, carrying 
nearly 5,000 yards of canvass; has capac­ 
ity for 940 tons of coal, and draws but 19 
feet of water. Her motive power equip­ 
ment consists of two compound overhead 
beam engines, working two four-bladed 
screws some 15)¿ feet in diameter. She 
has a nest of five double-ended externally 
fired boilers. On her trial trip 6he de­ 
veloped 5,084 collective horse power, and 
a mean speed of 15.3 knots, the maxi­ 
mum for one hoar being 16.3. Running 
ten knots it is estimated boo can 
steam for twenty days and make 
about 5,000 mileB. She is, like 
the Dolphin, intended for a flag­ 
ship, though her armament is partica-

How it is Handled by (lie 
Democratic House. 


Besides these there aro now being 
bnilt at San Francisco the great steel 
cruiser, the Charleston, aud a similar 
ship, the Baltimore. They are each of 
nearly 4,500 tons. Then tho Cramps are 
building at Baltimore a very handy little 
Bhip, the Petrel. We are also in possession 
of five fine monitors, the Puritan, the 
Miantonomab, Monad nock, Terror and 
Amphitrite. The Puritan is of 6,000 
tons. They are heavily armored, and 
efficiently manned. 
At the old Roach yards at Chester the 
Concord and the Bennington are being 
built on the general plan of the York­ 
town. Tho Newark, the Maine and the 
San Francisco cruisers, like the Charles­ 
town will add much to the uavy, and tho 
great battle ship Texas is a very power­ 
ful ship. Her displacement is 6,750 
tons. She is 290 feet long and 51 feet 
beam. 
When all the vessels provided for are 
built the United States Navy will con­ 
sist of two armored cruisers, one armored 
battleship, one eoast-defense vessel, five 
monitors, one dispatch boat, thirteen 
protected cruisers, four gunboats, one 
dynamite vessel, one torpedo boat, and 
one practice vessel. The complement of 
vessels will enable the United States 
Navy to take second place in the naval 
lists of the world. Great Britain now 
being first, France third, Spain fourth, 
Japan fifth, and Russia sixth. 
But this is not all. The present policy 
of the Government is outlined in the fol­ 
lowing report recently laid before Con 
giess: 
“ Withregard to a new navy, Congress 
seems to have settled upon a policy of 
appropriating toward its construction 
about $6,000,000 per annum. Your com­ 
mittee believes this will build up the 
navy as fast, as prudence dictates. Our 
Navy Department and our shipbuilders 
are utilizing as far as may be, the know­ 
ledge acquired from the costly experi­ 
ence of other nations, but they must ac­ 
quire experience of their own. Too great 
Docto on the part of the Government 
would inevitably result in confusion and 
waste, and moat probably in combina­ 
tion instead of competition among ship­ 
builders. Besides, it would be an easy 
matter in this country to build ships 
more rapidly than we could supply them 
with armament of domestic manufac­ 
ture.” 


T he lines are being drawn for the most 
interesting municipal election that ever 
took place in Los Angeles. There has 
been some talk about a Citizens’ ticket. 
We see nothing that would call for such 
m movement. The city is very close po 
liticallv, and all that is needed to assure 
the success of nearly the whole Demo­ 
cratic ticket is the nomination of good 
men. Party will not have an overwhelm­ 
ing influence in the coming election, but 
an array of good, consistent and respect­ 
able Democrats would win. There is 
even amongst Republicans a feeling that 
no extreme measures are called for at 
this stage of our development, and 
that to give over the city to 
the control of extremists would be 
dangerous. Under the new charter 
the wards have been heavily gerryman­ 
dered, but the Democratic success at the 
late election was so decisive as to lead to 
the hope that the gerrymander may be 
overcome.

MeKINLEY WANTS IT PASSED. 


It is Finally Sent to the Committee 
on Ways and Means—The Irri­ 
gation of Arid Lands. 


| Associated Prosa D ispatches to the H ebalt>. I 
In the House, after a short and spicy 
debate, the Speaker decided on the point 
of order raised by Mills, of TexaB, that 
the Senate Tariff bill must go to the Com­ 
mittee cn Ways and Means, and the re­ 
quest for its immediate consideration, 
made by Reed, was objected to by Mills. 
McCrearv, of Kentucky, from the Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, reported back 
Edmunds’ resolution declaring the sense 
of the government in regard to the con 
neclion of European governments with 
interore&nic canals, and asked that it be 
printed and recommended, with the 
privilege to the committee to report it 
back at any lime. There was much ob­ 
jection to this request, the objection be­ 
ing directed, not against the resolution, 
but to tho consumption of time in its 
consideration. No agreement could be 
arrived at and the request waB not com­ 
plied with. 
McKinley, of Ohio, followed Mills. 
He said the question as to whether there 
was any revenue legislation before the 
conclusion of tbe present Congress de­ 
pended very much upon tbe action taken 
to-day upon the motion made by tbe 
gentleman from Maine. 
Everybody 
knew that if the bill, with tbe Senate 
amendments, was sout to the Ways arid 
MeaDH Commitlee, no practical legisla­ 
tion would bo bad this session. 
So at 
this very point the House would deter­ 
mine whether the country would have 
any reduction of revenue, or whether the 
excessive collections were to bo contin­ 
ued for twelve or fourteen months. The 
Senate had respectfully asked the 
House to grant a committee conference. 
If the House would meet the Senate in 
free conference, and occupy tho common 
ground, as found in both bills, it could 
reduce tbe revenue from $33,000,000 to 
$40,000,000. All that wan necessary was 
to examine the items on both hills. The 
administrative features of bills had 
nothing to do with politics. 
They had 
nothing to do with Free Trade or Pro­ 
tection. They hud nothing to do with 
high tariff or low tariff. They were 
above politics, but they bad everything 
todo with the honest administration of 
the customs laws, whether based on the 
principle of Protection or on the princi 
pie cf Free Trade. 
Why not, as prac­ 
tical men, seeking toreliove the Tieatury 
of its congested condition, why not meet 
the condition which the President, had 
described? “I ask gentlemen oa both 
sides of the House,” said lie, “to signal­ 
ize the close of this Democratic Congress 
with some practical patriotic results?” 
McMillan, Tennossee, supportv-il Mills, 
Reed replied, and Breckenridge, Ken­ 
tucky, said that his remarks showed that 
ho merely made his motion for tho pur­ 
pose of giving himself and his colleague 
(McKinley) an opportunity to make 
speeches to the country, and seemingly 
for the purpose of putting the Demo­ 
cratic side in a falso position. The Mills 
Tariff Bill had been sent to tho Senate, 
under provision of the constitution w hich 
gave the Senate time to amend revenue 
bills originating in the House. The Sen­ 
ate had not done that, as the gentleman 
from Ohio had frankly admitted. It had 
framed a different bill, based on a differ­ 
ent principle. The bill came back from 
the Senate six months after the 
bill was sent to it, and sun- 
denly the gentlemen on the other side, 
who had always declared there was no 
necessity for a revision of the tariff, were 
exceedingly anxious for a speedy settle­ 
ment. It seemed to him that this was 
simply a proposition that the House 
should empty itself, not of its rights 
alone, but of its duty to consider the 
question of taxation, both external aud 
internal. If the bill was Bent to the 
Ways and Means Committee, he would 
try to see that the committee reported 
back the bill in accordance with tbe 
principle of the bill reported last session. 
As to the merits of the Senate bill he 
had nothing to say. Of course if the 
gentleman from Ohio was correct and 
the Senate bill was entirely different 
from the House bill, he was opposed 
to it.Reed then asked for unanimous consent 
for the present consideration of the bill; 
but Mills objected. McKinley theu asked 
unanimous consent for the consideration 
of the resolution making the tariff bill 
the special order for February, and pro­ 
viding for a vote on concurrence or non­ 
concurrence in tbo Senate amendment 
after 12 hour3 debate. To this Mills also 
objected. So the bill with the Senate 
amendment went to the committee on 
Ways and Means. 
McCrearv reported Edmnnd’B resolu­ 
tion declaring tho sense of the govern­ 
ment of iho United States in respect of 
the connection of European Governments 
with the inter-oceauic canal at the Isth­ 
mus of Darien, and asked that the reso­ 
lution might be recommitted and the 
committee granted leave to repurt at any 
time. Outhwaite (Ohio) objected. No 
compromise could be arrived at, and the 
demand for “regular order” from 
Browne, of Indiana, acted as an uccon- 
ditional objection; but later in tbe 
day the request was acceded to. 
A joint resolution was paeeed appropri­ 
ating $590,000 for payment to tho legal 
representativos of James B. Eads. The 
House then went into Committee of the 
Whole on the Sundry Civil bill. Tho 
greater part of the afternoon was con­ 
sumed in consideration of tne j eudmg 
amendment coining from the Committee 
on Appropriations, appropriating $150,­ 
000 for investigating the best method of 
irrigating the arid regions. 
On motion of Symes, of Colorado, the 
amendment was amended by increasing 
the appropriation to $250,000. The ques­ 
tion being upon the amendment as 
amended, it received a large majority 
vote, but Holman, of Indiana, raised the 
point of “No quorum,” not in aotagoism 
to tho amendment, but for the purpose of 
compelling the committee to allow a vote 
to be taken on tbe amendment which he 
desired to offer, repealing the act provid­ 
ing for the sale of desert lands in certain 
S ates aud Territories. The Committee 
thereupon ruse, and the Honoe ad­ 
j turned.

M a n s f ie l d , Ohio, January 26.— News 
has just been received here of a “White 
Cap” visit to Jeromeville and the homes 
of John and Adam Chesrown, in the 
southern part of Ashland county, last 
night.

A prominent Republican politician of 
of the Tribune wing of the party, in con­ 
versation with a IIeu ald reporter yester­ 
day said that while the Tribune might be 
iu a tight place at the present time, there 
were sympathizing capitalists who would 
see that it would not stop publication.

His statement that the indebtedness of 
the paper would bo entirely cleared 
away was positive and he promised to 
make public the particulars as soon as he 
was at liberty to do so.

He is Believed to be at Work Again 
in C alifornia—Badly 
W anted. 


The detectives have been advised to 
keep a sharp look-out for “ Black B a rt/’ 
the famous stage-robber, who it is be­ 
lieved,has resumed his nefarious calling, 
and is suspected of being the lone high­ 
wayman who has been po successfully 
sropping stages up North recently. 
The 
last daring feat, whereby two stages in 
Mendocino county were robbed within 
half an hour by the same man, shows 
that the individual who is at work is an 
expert at the business, and throws still 
further the shadow of suspicion on Bart. 
The fact that since his release from San 
Quentin January last his movements hava 
oeen comparatively unknown, is what 
helps to puzzle the detectives, and the 
following circular has been issued by 
Mr. J. B. Hunte, special officer for Wells, 
Fargo & C o: 
On the 27th «lay of last July the stage 
from Briber, Moiloc county, to Kedding, 
Shasta county, was robbed by one man 
of the U nited States mail and Wells. 
Fargo & Oo.’s treasure box, the latter 
containing only f 31.75. The amount ob­ 
tained from tlm m ail is not known, but 
would probably be 
several 
hundred 
dollarp. 
On November 8th the stage from Dow- 
nioville to Nevada City was robbed near 
“ Nigger Tent,” by one man, who rifled 
three United States 
mail 
bags and 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s treasure box, get­ 
ting from the latter $20 in coin and 
gold bar of the value of $2,200. 
On the 20th of November the stage 
from Eureka, 
H um boldt 
county, to 
Ukiah, Mendocino county, was robbed 
by cue m an, who got from the express 
$048 74, coin and currency, and probably 
$1,000 from the seven mail bags which 
he rifled. 
Since that date up to the preeent 
tim e 
there have been several other 
similar 
a (lairs 
in 
each 
of 
whicu 
the business 
was 
done 
by 
one 
m an, and we have reason to beliive 
that all of the robberies were committed 
by the notorious C. E. Boles, alias C. E. 
Bolton, alias Black Bart. 
Between July, 
1883, and December 4, 1883, lie robbed 
twenty-eight stages in this State alone. 
He was released from the State Prison at 
San Quentin, January 23, 1888; spent 
t wo weeks in San Francisco, then went 
to Modesto, Madera, Merced and Visalia, 
leaving the latter place on February 28th 
under the nam e of M. Moore.” 
HIS DESCRIPTION 
is as follows:—Education, liberal; n a­ 
tivity, New Y ork; age, about CO years; 
occupation, m ining; height, 
5 ft. 8 
inches; complexion, light; color of eyes, 
b lu e; color of hair, iron-gray; heavy 
mustache and imperial nearly w hite; 
size of foot, No. 8; weight, ICO pounds; 
size of hat, 7.^ ; does not use tobacco in 
any form, nor intoxicating liquors, nor 
opium ; 
be has been troubled with 
throat disease, and his voice, at times, 
seems somewhat im paired; is a person 
of great endurance, a thorough m oun­ 
taineer and a rem arkable walker, and 
claims that he cannot be excelled in m ak­ 
ing quick trips over 
mountains and 
grades; 
when 
reading 
without 
glasses, 
hc'ds 
paper off at arm ’s 
length; is comparatively 
well 
edu­ 
cated, 
& 
general reader 
and 
is 
well informed on current topics; cool, 
self-contained, a sententious talker, with 
waggish tendencies, and 
during his 
arrest on several occasions exhibited 
genuine w it under most trying circum­ 
stances; made his headquarters in San 
Francisco for eight years; made but few 
close friends, and those of first-class 
respectability; is neat and tidy in dreBS, 
highly respectable in appearance, and 
extremely proper 
and polite in be­ 
havior, chaste in language, eschews pro­ 
fanity and has never been known to 
gamble, other than buying pools on 
horse races and speculating in mining 
stocks. 
A SMOOTH WORKER. 
During the tim e that C. E. Boles was 
engaged in robbing Wells, Fargo & Co., 
extending over a period of eight years, 
he lived in San Francisco at a respectable 
lodging-house, 
and reported or gave 
people to understand that he was en­ 
gaged in mining—owned a mine, in fact. 
H is brief absences from the city when 
he would rob a stage were supposed to be 
necessary visits to his mine, and his 
daily associates never dream ed of his 
true character. 
His habits, his appear­ 
ance, his tastes and intelligence were all 
foreign to the generally accepted ideal of 
a stage robber and thief. It is quite 
probable that he has adopted or still con­ 
tinues the Bamo modes of life, and 
in any community where he may be 
a 
resident 
is 
doubtless 
regarded 
as an honest and law-abiding citizen. 
During his incarceration at San Quentin 
he was seen and noted by nearly every 
sheriff there, officiating in the State and 
could hardly fail to be recognized by any 
one of them in the event of a chance 
meeting. 
He would be known by all 
convicts who were at the penitentiary 
during the time of his im prisonm ent, 
and all these facts leads to the conclus­ 
ion that it is highly improbable that ho 
has chosen this 
State as 
a place 
of 
residence. 
Ho 
is 
an accom­ 
plished stage 
robber and 
pursued 
the business so long and successfully 
th a t there is nn reason to believe that 
he would be willing to earn his living 
by actual honest work, and the recent 
numerous one man stage robberries oc­ 
curring in this State bear so many char­ 
acteristics of Bart’s artistic handiwork 
th at tho detectives think he has reeumed 
his former “ mining operations,” and is 
again prospecting for bullion in Wella* 
Fargo’s treasure boxes. 
WARV AS A FOX. 
He is too subtle and keen to risk sus­ 
picion by 
selecting any small town 
as 
a 
place of 
residence, 
for 
the reason 
th at 
his 
frequent 
ab­ 
sences 
would bo noticed and die 
cussed, and he would naturally desire to 
avoid particulars by regard to his trips, 
his name, etc., and, as is a well known 
fact, this is much more difficult to ac­ 
complish in a small town than in a city 
where one scarcely knows the nam e of 
his next-door neighbor, much less his 
business 
habits 
or 
pursuits. 
For 
these 
leasons 
it 
is believed that 
he 
has located 
himself 
in 
some 
convenient town and without creating 
surprise or suspicion makes these peri­ 
odical trips for the purpose of “ cleaning 
u p ” his mine and replenishing his ex­ 
chequer and then returns to lead the 
same apparently innocent, blameless life 
which he pursued in San Francisco.

H ave still on hand $<5 
worth. I lost about $200 by reason of 
second crop getting wet.

The vineyard was 
6 years old in 188S, this being the Bixth 
season of growth. The land, wilh vine­

" T a le o have twenty acres in young 
orange orchard. In order to pay the ex­ 
pense of caring for this during the early 
years of its growth, I planted a nursery 
of orange trees on the lsnd. Thisnuisery 
is now very valuable. The whole was 
planted in the spring of 188G, and I 
could now readily sell tho nursery trees, 
without including the land, for $2,000 per 
acre. The nursery will be sold off, leav­ 
ing the treeB in orchard form. 
When 
four years old, the orchard will sell or be 
worth $1,000 per acre. 
I have seven acres in apricot orchard 
and eight acres in peaches, four and five 
years old. 
From the fifteen acres I sold 
this year $1,051 worth of fruit. This is 
the first year the trees have borne a pay­ 
ing crop. Previous to this the orchard 
has borne enough to pay all expenses of 
planting and caring for it, but not suffi­ 
cient to pay for the original cost of the 
land. The profit this year from the fif­ 
teen acres was $650. Next year this 
amount will be increased one-half, as 
the trees will then be in fuller bearing. 
But this year I get a net profit per acre 
of $43.32. This I am aware is not as 
good a showing as m any of my neigh­ 
bors have m ade; still, such land in 
such a crop is 
undoubtedly worth 
$600 per acre. At the same time it i* 
evident th at the lands of this valley may 
be utilised much more advantageously by 
the culture of citrus fruits than by peaches 
and apricots. The thing to plant is the 
orange. We have 148 seedling orange 
trees on the old Crafton home place, not 
quite one and a half acres, from which 
we 
have 
sold 
an 
average 
of 
360 boxes of orauges each year tor the 
last 
eight 
years, 
yielding 
us 
a 
net 
profit 
of 
$1.20 per box. This 
ia actual net value, over and above cost 
of caring for and marketing the fruit, so 
th at we have received annually for a 
period of eight years $260 net profit per 
acre from the orchard. 
Such land is un­ 
doubtedly worth $2,600 per acre. 
Why 
not? It pays ten per cent per annum 
on that valuation, net income, over 
and above taxes, cost of production, 
water rates and everything. 
These 
figures are not guessed or averaged, but 
are the result of a careful account of all 
expenses and receipts. 
This orchard 
waa planted in 1871. In 1880 it began to 
pay the above profit. 
Previous to 1880 
it had yielded enough to cover expenses 
of cultivation and planting trees. 
Had 
we planted W ashington Navels instead 
of seedlings, our profits would have com­ 
menced three years sooner and would 
have been nearly doable the amount. 
There is no danger that such oranges 
as are grown around the city of Red­ 
lands, will ever be cheap in the market, 
as the land where they can be grown is 
too limited and the dem and too great. 
To sum up then, we may say that per 
acre, apricots and peaches five years 
old, will yield 10 per cent, on a valua­ 
tion of $600. M uscat grapes, same age, 
$1,350. 
Orange trees, seedlings nine 
Sears old, $2,600. The best variety of 
udded oranges, seven years old, fully 
ab much as that, though I have no 
actual figures to substantiate this. 
If a m an pays $400 per acre for the 
best of our orange lands he may calcu­ 
late that it will cost him $400 per acre to 
plant and care for it seven years, he 
hiring all the work done. At the end of 
th at tim e his land will be worth $2,600 
per acre.

BonDonsibility for Acts of Subordin­ 
ate Officials Not to be Sbonl- 
dered by Him.

B e r l i n , January 26.—After discussion 
in the Reichstag to-day, the East Africa 
bill was referred to a committee of twen­ 
ty-one members, under urgency. The 
measure will be reported and read a sec­ 
ond time on Tuesday. 
The interest in to-day’s debate cen­ 
tered in the speech of Prince Bismarck, 
which was delivered with unusual anim a­ 
tion and unm istakable earnestness. The 
Chancellor said he could not undertake 
to be responsible for everything, and that 
something m ust be left to the officials 
sent there to settle affairs, “ Touching 
the question or the position we take 
toward 
foreign 
powers, 
I can only 
say we have proceeded, and shall ever 
proceed, solely in agreement with Eng­ 
land, the greatest colonial power in the 
world. 
I deny, therefore, em phatically, 
the suggestion th a t we have any inten­ 
tion to proceed against the Sultan of 
Zanzibar in opposition to the wishes of 
England in Zanzibar. 
Also in Samoa 
we are in the fullest accord with England 
and advance hand in hand w ith her. 
(Cheers.) We are absolutely resolved to 
be one with the English government, 
and to uphold the unity wo have shared 
w ith the English in Africa. 
(Cheers.) 
The only unpleasantness that has arisen 
has been with subordinate officials, for 
whom the Government neither cares nor 
will be responsible. 
It has never oc­ 
curred to us that we should ask England 
for assistance in our own sphere of 
power. 
Such a thing íb beyond the 
range of possibility. 
1 cannot recognize 
the necessity for discussion on this bill 
in committee. 
I could just as well say 
to the full house what 1 might have to 
say to such committee. Time gained on 
this question is not only money, but 
blood gained. 
Besides we have no in­ 
formation that could be given to the com­ 
mittee about the details of our plans, the 
force to be enrolled and their arm s and 
am munitions, for fear of making foes ac­ 
quainted with them. 
The blockade has 
less of a military than of a political 
significance. 
The chief tiling was to 
prove to the natives the unity existing 
between Germany and England, and 
also to show the European powers that 
th at concert was complete. 
We have 
concluded no treaties with England, but 
can regard her as an old historic ally, 
with whom we have been in touch for 
160 years, even on colonial questions.” 
The Chancellor adverted to the criti­ 
cisms of H err Bamberger, taunting him 
with a chungo of colonial policy. 
He 
read passages from speeches he made in 
1885, and adm itted that lie liad departed 
from the opinions therein expressed, 
but his 
present action was dictated 
solely by the immediate circumstances. 
“ For the sake of two million m arks,” he 
continued, “ I 
cannot throw 
myself 
against the great impulse of the nation, 
or offer opposition to the will of the 
whole country. To this day I am not a 
colonial man. I entertain the greatest 
apprehension on the subject, but have 
been compelled to yield to the general 
dem and of the nation. 
I would venture 
to advised H err Bamberger to follow my 
exam ple.” 
“ We cannot lock for results in three 
m o n th s; no, nor in three years. Perhaps 
thirty years nence th e people m ay bit­ 
terly rue to-day’s neglect of duty. 
If the 
locomotive of the Em pire lias struck out 
a track for itself, I will not be the one to 
throw stones in its way.” 
Returning to the bill he said it was 
not a question of the Ea6t Africa Com­ 
pany, but of civilization. They must 
keep their eyes fixed on the suppression 
of the slave trade and must obtain mas­ 
tery of the traffic. 
A further task before 
them was the utilization of a fertile strip 
of the E ast African coast. 
Prince Bismarck left the Reichstag 
after the reference of the bill to the com­ 
m ittee.

THE SAM04N QUESTION. 


Whitney Wauts the Govern­ 
ment’s Policy Deflueil- 


s iz in g u r o u tt naval f o b c k . 


The President-Elect Kesards the 
Sitnatlon *s Assumlns Grave 
Proportions. 


| Associated Press Dispatches to the H rra ld ] 
W a s h in g to n , January 26 — Mr. Petri, 
technical attache of the German Lega­ 
tion, has just arrived from Berlin. His 
mission is supposed to cover a compre­ 
hensive and rapid survey of the military 
and naval resources of the United States 
in defense and offense. Particularly, he 
is presumed to inspect harbor defenses, 
principal seaports and incidentally make 
a report on our ability to command sea­ 
going steamers which could be speedily 
converted into commerce-destroying pri­ 
vateers. 
N kw Y o r k, January 26.—The Herald's 
Washington Bpecial says: ‘‘When the 
Consular and Diplomatic Appropriation 
bilns called up in the Senate next week 
a statement will be made, authorized by 
President elect Harrieon, in regard to 
his wishes in the Samoan matter. He 
holds that this matter assumes graver 
importauce in view of the fact of Sher­ 
man’s proposed amendments for defense 
of our Samoan rights are to be immedi­ 
ately available under an emergency, in­ 
stead of becoming effective Jnly 1, as 
usual.” 
W a sh in g to n, January 26 —O n the 
24 h, Congressman Herbert, of the Naval 
Committee, wrote a letter to Secretary 
Whitney, asking for any recent develop­ 
ments in the Samoan matter, and for a 
copy of Whitney’s letter of the 5th, ask­ 
ing the State Department to announce a 
definite policy on the Samoan question. 
Whitney’s reply has just been made pub­ 
lic. It sums up the matter as follows: 
“Your letter also contains the follow­ 
ing request: ‘I should be glad to know if 
any further enlargement of appropria­ 
tions of your Department should be made 
in view of existing conditions ?' This in­ 
quiry upon its face seems to put upon this 
Department the responsibility of esti­ 
mating for possible expenditures arising 
out of conditions which it cannot antici­ 
pate. Until a decision is reached as to 
the policy of this Government regarding 
the independence of the Samoan group 
of islands, no judgment can be formed 
upon the subject of possible expendi­ 
tures. Up to the present time the De­ 
partment is not aware that we have had 
any national policy upon the subject. 
Neither the Monroe doctrine nor aDy 
other expression of national policy is 
underatood to apply to the islands of the 
Pacific. 
“Oce by one they have been taken with­ 
out interference from us. If there is to 
be no new departure affecting this group 
of islands, I conceive the Department 
quite able now to perform every duty 
arising out of existing conditions. Unless 
there is a conflict between the policy of 
this government and that of some other 
power, the difiere: cea will doubtless be 
harmonized and no extraordinary expen­ 
ditures called for. Having brought to 
the attention of the appropriate Depart­ 
ment the circumstances specially within 
observation of this Department seeming 
to call for definite instructions to its offi­ 
cers, and while the matter having subse- 
-quently been laid before Congress by the 
President, it would be preferable that this 
Department should uot anticipate the 
•conditions beyond its authority or con­ 
trol.” 
Mr. Whitney’s letter to Mr. Bayard is 
&b follows: 
N av y D e pa r t m e n t, W a sh in g to n,) 
D. C., January 5, 1889. ) 
S irs : Enclosed herewith I eeud a copy 
of a dispatch just received by way of 
NewZt air nd, from the captain of ihe Nij> 
sic, now at Bamoa. The Department is 
able to send immediately two additional 
vessels to Samoa in response to this re­ 
quest, and has given directions that they 
be made teady to receive sailing orders, 
and it would be pleased to strengthen 
the force at the Samoan Islands by these 
and other vessels of the Pacific squadron 
if any useful purpose is to be served 
thereby. If, however, the purpose of 
German Government, now made en­ 
tirely clear, imposes no duty upon the 
officers of the squadron, to strengthen the 
naval foroe at those islands would oulv 
S 
lace the officers under irritating con- 
itions, with no duty to perform, and 
would, in nil probability, give rise to 
trouble. 
The Nipsic 
is entirely 
adequate 
for 
the 
protection 
of 
our consulate and as an asylum 
for non-combatants entitled to the pro­ 
tection of our Government. In view of 
the critical situation at the Samoan 
. Islands, it seems to the Department that 
the officers of the squadron, if further 
vessels are to be despatched, should re­ 
ceive instructions of a definite character 
as to their duty in the premises. From 
correspondence heretofore held between 
the Department of State and the German 
Government, and from reports received 
from our naval officers and the Consular 
agency at the Island, it appears clear 
that the conquest of those islands is in­ 
tended by the German Government in 
the interests of a commercial company, 
and is being consummated by overt acts 
which are multiplying day by day, there 
is no longer any other pretext upon 
which can be explained the interference 
of a German man-of-war in th9 contest in 
progress upon the Island of Apia. I ap­ 
prehend that the officers of the navy will 
not understand, without advices to that 
effect, what their duty may be under the 
circumstances, as they are developing. 
Our antecedent relations to this group of 
islands and to the Sandwich Islands have 
been of an exceptional character and 
will be likely to give 
rise 
to 
doubts in the minds of the officers 
as to their duty under existing condi­ 
tions. In these groups of islands, by 
treaty, harbors have been reserved for 
the use of the navy of the United States 
and as to the Samoan group, three gov­ 
ernments, Germany, Great Britain and 
the United States have, up to a recent 
date, acted together upon the theory of 
mutual co-operation in pieserving’the 
autonomy of the people of the Samoan 
Islands. A harbor at Samoa will become 
of national consequence to us in the 
future as a naval power, but if the 
islands are to go UDder the dominion of 
Germany, it would cease to be of use. 
The Department has therefore directed 
the officers of the squadron to act in ac­ 
cordance with the instructions which the 
Consular Agent at Samoa shall receive 
from the Department of State, but, in 
▼lew of late advices, and this request for 
additional force, the department desires 
to be advised whether it is the purpose 
of the Government to announce any 
policy regarding the Samoan group of 
which the officers should be advised.

The dispatch from the commander of 
Nipsic, referred to above, is dated 
Auckland, January 5th, and was given 
in the Associated Press diepatches some 
time ago. It details the happenings on 
the islands and asks for an additional 
force. 
Inquiry at the Navy Department this 
afternoon developed the fact that Secre­ 
tary Bayard has made no direct response 
to Secretary Whitney’s letter inquiring 
as to the policy of the Government. 
It is understood, however, that the 
President’s

in 
referring 
the matter to Congress was based, 
to a considerable degree opon the points 
made in Secretary Whitney’s letter. In 
answer to an inquiry, Secretary Whitney 
this afternoon said : “There is no an­ 
tagonism between the State Department 
and the Navy Department in this mat­ 
ter.” 
W a sh in g to n, January 20.—The Sec­ 
retary of State this morning received a 
long dispatch from Vice-Consul Black- 
lock, at Samoa, giving additional details 
in regard to the disturbance on the 
island on the 18th ultimo, in which so 
many Germans 
were 
killed and 
wounded by the natives under the lead­ 
ership of au alleged American citizen 
named Klein. It is merely an elabora­ 
tion of the cable message received from 
Consul Blacklock, January 5th, by way 
of Auckland, bat presents occurrences in 
a much clearer, more comprehensive 
manner than was possible at that time. 
Mail was brought by the Pacific Mail 
steamer, which arrived at San Francisco 
Saturday. It will probably be given to 
the press Monday.

F ra n c isc o, January 26.—The 
American schooner H. I. Tiernan has 
arrived here from the Marshal Islands, 
the place of the banishment of Malietoa, 
the deposed King of Samoa. Malietoa 
arrived at Jaluit, on Bonnam Island, 
about November 25th on the German 
war ship Olga. 
He was accorded the 
liberty of the island, but was guarded by 
German soldiers and prevented from 
bolding any intercourse with the white 
people of Jaluit. E. M. Morgan, United 
States Consul at Jaluit, endeavored to 
get into conversation with the deposed 
king, but was prevented from doing so. 
Malietoa has aged considerably since be­ 
ing placed in captivity, and he wauders 
aimlessly about as if he had given up all 
hope of escape.

Ives and George H. Stayner were ar­ 
rested to-day by a deputy sheriff on au 
order issued by Judge O’Brien, of the Su­ 
preme Court, in the suit of the Cincin­ 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton Railroad 
Company. 
Bail in each case was fixed 
at $250,000. The men are now in the 
custody of the sheriff.

B e r l in , January 26.—The East Africa 
bill came up in the Reichstag to-day. 
The Chamber was crowded. Count Her­ 
bert Bismarck explained the reasons 
which prompted the government to in­ 
troduce the measure. Captain Weies- 
mann, Imperial Commissioner for East 
Africa, urged tbe Reichstag to accept the 
bill and asked tbe members to rely upon 
his experience gained by eight years’ 
wandering in Africa. Bismarck entered 
the Chamber whileWeissmann was speak­ 
ing and took a seat. Bamberger followed 
Weissmann, strongly opposing the meas­ 
ure.Bismarck also took part in the discus­ 
sion. He asserted that the best relations 
existed between Germany and England 
and Germany and Zanzibar. “If,” he 
said, “Germany wants tropical countries 
she must keep East Africa. I have not 
been originally a colonial man, but now 
I follow the will of the majority of the 
German nation.” The bill was referred 
to a committee, Bismarck and Von Ben- 
niugsen agreeing thereto.
